. A Letter from Monfieur de Mellarede to the Laudable 
Swifs Cantons. 
Moft YWuftrious and moft Puiffant Lords! - 
f ee Marquefs de Puifieux, apprehending 
the Reprefentation I made to you, being 
‘on Faéts known to all the 
orld, would move you to look upon 
the Conduct of the ‘Court of France 


towards his Royal Highnefs my Mafter, to be no lefs - 


Irregular than Surprizing; has éfideavour'd by his 
Anfwer of the 7th of this Month, to temoye the juft 
Sentiments which you muft needs have form’d of 
that Condu¢t, preyent your making right Re- 
flections on the. Violence of it, ahd on the haughty 

- Anfwer of Monfieur Phelipeaux, which he is defirous 
you thould forget, left you fhould draw fuch natural 

* Confequences. from ir as would nearly touch the 

* Helvetick Body. But, Moft Iiuftrious and moft 
Puiffant Lords, You ate too mindful of your In- 
tereft, and have too much Penetration, not ro have 
difcern’d at firft view of that Anfwer, that itis built 
on Suppofitions and imaginary Facts, which are the 
Pretext that Potentate has always made ufe of to 
colour his Proceedings with his Neighbours. 

_Icis indeed what muft have furpriz’d every one, 
that in. the prefent Juncture his Moft Chriftian Ma- 
jefty thould break with his Royal Hi hnefs my Ma- 
fter, whofe ARRAS and o ufeful to 
2 Crowns ; The Marquefs de Fuifieux appears to 
be farpriz’d at it himfelf. -But,did his moft Chriftian

, Ofrendring him abfolutely on himfelf ; 
and might have compa(s'd his Ends, had his Royal 

Highnels been Je{s Couragious and Daring. 

. The Marguefs de Puificux does not acquaint you, 
Mof Iiluftrious and moft Puiffanr Lords, that the 
moft Chriftias King omitted nothing to engage his 
Royal Highne{s to make over to him his Territories 
on this fide the Alps, to diveft himfelf of meee ter 
Patrimony, and in exchange to accept contefted 
minions ul Iraly ; He is fRy of making fuch Difco- 
‘veries to you; He knows you would conftrue.fuch 
Defigns to be Chains preparing by France to ham- 
per your Liberty, to be Meafures he is concerting to 

render you dependant on her Will? He does not tell

Mae Prince be treated more haughtily ? Are 
Vaffals fpoken to in other Terms? The Tyes of 
Blood, and the Troops his Royal Highnefs had in 
the Service of the 2 Crowns, were they not fofficient 
Securities for his adhering to them, if the moft Chri- 
ftian King had no other View than the Confervation 
Milaneze for the “Catholick King his Grand- 
Behold, Moft Illuftrious and moft Puiffant Lords, 
the Motive of this Ruprure. Behold the Ambition 
of his Royal Highnefs my Matter, the Ambition of 
keeping his ancient Patrimony, of having you for 
Neighbours, of preventing your being enclos’d on a 
fides by France, of not complying ftupidly with A 


pretation of Words, Not to fubmit to the Will of the 
moft Chriftian King is Ambition ; to oppofe it is 
Stupidity ; not to'giveup the Dominions he asks, is 
to pufh things to Extremity and to expofe the Coun- 
try and People tothe Calamities of War. 

The Marquefs de Puifieux having taken-care to 
hide from you the moft Chriftian King’s Defigns, i 
would perfwade you he has penetrated thofe of orher i 
Potentates. He-éxpatiates on the Promifes he fup- 
pofes were made to his Royal Highnefs my Mafter, " 
toinduce him to relinquith the Party of the2 Crowns; 
He flatrers himfelf, you will give Credic to his Sup- 
pofitions, withour examining whether the Facts thar 
are known to. you and the Circumftances aecom= 
panying them, have any Relation ro all thar he fup- 
pofes, which I may juftly term Chimeracs; I will 
take notice only, Mott Iuftrious and moft Puiffant
